Each of the Allied Nations Except

With Germany

Declaration That War Was Ended 


Did Not Carry With it Formal 


Means of Peace 


Washington, June ^23.—That the 


making of a separate peace witli 
Germany two and a half years after 
the actual cessation- of 
hostilities 


implies no abandonment of the allies 
of the United States is asserted by 
Chairman Stephen G. Porter, of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
He says: - 
. 
. 


'It is frequently asserted that by 


officially declaring tKe state war at 
an end we are abandoning the Allies 
and our- associates in the late war. 
This is a gross : misstatement of 
fact.. All the nations that signed the 
treaty of Versailles did so with full 
knowledge that it was net effective, 
so far as the United 
States was 


concerned, until ratified by the Sen- 
ate; yet notwithstanding this knowl- 
edge, unmindful of their rescue by 
this country. from defeat and pos- 
sible . .vassalage, and with .a total 
disregard for our irights in case the 
United States Senate failed to rati- 
fy the treaty, they made the follow- 
ing a part of the treaty: 


" 'A first proces verbal of the de- 


post of ratification, will he drawn up 
as soon as the treaty has been rati- 
ified by .Germany, on the one hand,! 


three 


and by three of the principal allied 
and associated'powers, on the other 
hand. From the date of this proces 
verbal the. treaty will come into 
force between the high 
contracting 


parties who -have ratified it. . 


"Under this provision any 


of the principal allied -and associa- 
ted powers .could make a 
separate 


peace with Germany and leave all 
the other nations in -a state of war. 
They availed themselves of this pri- 
vilege. The German National Assem- 
bly ratified the treaty on July 10, 
1919; Great ^Britain on ' July" 31, 
1919; Italy on October 7,.1919;. the 
republic of France on October 13, 
1919;"' the Empire of Japan on Octo- 
ber 27, 1919; and the proees verbal 
was promulgated on the 10th of 
December, 1919. On that 
date nil 


matters in dispute between Germa- 
ny, Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan were adjusted and/settled and 
a state of peace created among 
themselves, while the United States, 
not having ratified the treaty, was 
allowed to 
shift 
for itself. The 


abandonment, if /any, has been 'of 
the United States, as we are still 
at war, while the Allies have been 
enjoying the advantages of-, peace 
since December 10, 1919. If we had 
made treaties of peace 
with 
the 


Cenral Powers before the Allies and 
our associates did, there would be 
justification of the charge that we 
had abandoned them, but the undis- 
puted fact is that we are the only 
nation which engaged in the World 
War that has not made peace. When 
the proces verbal was inserted in 
the treaty it had but one object, atid 
that was to enable the. Allies .to make 
a separate peace with the Central

The only- real good, tjie exchange 


does Americans, as a matter, of f aot^ 
is to^ make them feel .richer. In Cen- 
tral Europe, Germany and Italy the 
prices are still relatively, low. 
In 


Belgium the level of food prices be- 
gins to approach the American, and 
in France, and, strangely enough, 
Holland, one pays dollar for dollar 
and sometimes a.little more. In all 
these countries one may find rela- 
tively cheap hotels and restaurants, 
but they are both well off the beaten 
tourists tracks, and dirty.. The line 
between the good and bad places is 
rather sharp. 


No American need fear ,'the food 


shortage, even in Austria. There it is 
still practically impossible to get 
white bread, though this in the sur- 
rounding 
countries is readily av- 


ailable. 


It is discouraging to try to travel 


for pleasure, however, in any of the 
countries except those along the At- 
lantic and North Sea. The train ser- 
vices, owing to the coal shortage, 
have been so' curtailed that the cars 
are hopelessly overcrowded. 


The hotels are continually filled. 


One must reserve rooms from one to 
ten day's ahead.'.And, the complete 
traveller must be equipped with a, 
full assortment of bug and itch oint- 
ments. The bugs have become so bra- 
zen that they don't wait to begin op- 
erations even until the lights are 
out. 


In Italy, also, the hotels as well as 


restaurants have 
evolved 
what 


amounts to a double tipping system. 
Placards,, announce that no tips will 
be accepted, and that instead a-ser- 
vice charge of from ten'to ^fifteen 
percent will be made. But, to get out 
without tipping takes an accomplish- 
ed burglar. 
One proprietor, when 


asked if the service was paid for, re- 
plied, "Well, yet, but— 


A cover charge is also in the list 


of refined extortions. -In one tiny re- 
staurant in,Venice the cover I had 
certainly had made more than enough 
to buy a, clean one. The service was

There is, however, one new con- 


venience. Almost every man who 
went home from England or America 
to fight has now become a waiter or 
a porter, so that knowledge of an 
extra language, except for arguing 
with the taxicab drivers, is almost 
superfluous. ;

preventive work. As the 
livestock 


board goes on'from year to year it 
will have more work in the preven- 
tive line rather'than curative, he 
said. 


This it was explained, is because 


the people will not drink milk ,from 
diseased cattjp -and will not eat di- 
seased pork or diseased beef. There 
was a time' when they were satisfied 


drink this diseased milk and eat 


this diseased pork and beef, North- 
rup said.

Veterinary 


college graduated over sixty young 
doctors, but at the same time it was 
said that the 'horse doctors would 
exist no longer among the younger 
generations. With the passing of old 
Dobbin for travel and pleasure, it

'would pass, but this is not so and

Lafayette, Ind;, June 23—Italian 


Clover seed, which was imported in 
Idrge quantities for. planting in the 
spring of 1920, is not adapted to 
Indiana conditions _ and should not 
be purchased for use in the state. 
This is the recommendation made by 
the Agricultural Experiment Station 
at Purdue University following, ex- 
periments which indicate that tlie 
seed, from Italy and other countries 
in the south of Europe will not.live 
through even a mild winter like -the 
last one. The experiments were sug- 
gested by tlie large importations of 
clover seed from Europe a year ago 
when 
16,000,000 
pounds 
.were 


brought in. 
/ . 
: 


"Two- different-lots of clover seed 


from Italy were seeded on: a ' thin 
stand of winter wheat in the spring 
of 1920 alongside of strips seeded 
with native seed from Indiana, Ohio, 
North and South Dakota," Tends the 
statement on the subject. "A good 
stand was secured hi 
all 
cases. 


Notes o-n the stand and condition of 
the different plots were taken 'late 
in October. One of the Italian plots 
was rated as having. 90 percent and 
the other Qft percent of- a stand, anjj. 
both were in good condition and 
showed fair growth. The .native seed 
plots avearged about the same stand 
3ut showed a somewhat larger and 
stranger growth. 


"Final examination towards' the 


end of April showed the Italian '.clo- 
ver seed had died out completely 
while the native strips showed no 
winter killing whatever and wercv in 
Bne* condition1. The results show 
without a'doubt that 
the- Italian 


;lover lacks winter hardiness and is 
not at all adapted to this part of 
the country". 


Reports of clover dying out this 


spring came from several 'sections of 
the state and in one locality wherg 
several farmers lad tlie sanie exper- 
ience showed only rot .'of 
dead 


plants. These men obtained 'thefr 
seed from the same firm which' -im- 
ported it. ,

^Farmers buying clover seed are 
cautioned to learn the source before 
buying it. .The new pure seed law 
which will go into 'effect: this sum-
